“People think it's already closed 
around here but what they fail to 
realize is that we virtually Shut 
down in-the summer months any- 
way because it's too hot in this 
area to grow vegetables,” said 
Judy Sanchez, South Bay Growers 
Marketing Specialist. 

Mrs. Sanchez said most of the 
full-time employees have began

their vacations, She also said some 
of the employees have already 
found jobs. Even so, Mrs. Sanchez 
said all employees will receive a 
paycheck from South Bay Growers 
until Sept. 4. 

Throughout the entire South 
Bay Growers family, Mrs. Sanchez 
said there hasnt been much anger. 
She said a lot of the people express 
“a little bit of uncertainty”. “They 
are taking it in strive. I see some 
hurt people but I haven't really 
ѕееп any angry people.” 

Even though the plant is clos- 
ing, management officials at the 
Diet vow to assist the employees 
with their future. Representatives 
from Unemployment Compensa- 
tion, the Job Service and the Pri- 
vate Industry Council hold group 
sessions with employees, and a 
benefits team discusses all of the 
benefits the employees will be able 
to receive.

Mrs. Sanchez 
said, “We want a good, solid buyer 
for the salad plant. We're interest- 
ed in finding someone who will 
keep the present employees and 
operate much the same way as 
South Bay Growers does.” 

According to Marie Zslourts, a 
worker ifi the salad plant, “We are 
not feeling any effects of the clo- 
sure in the salad plant.” 

All that can easily be said is 
even though the plant has had its 
financial problems and the plant is 
closing, South Bay Growers man- 
agement says they are committed 
to helping their people continue to 
live as they have been living. 

“We want the people to know 
that we aren't closing the plant 
down and forgetting about them, 
we will help them as much as we 
possibly can,” said Mrs. Sanchez.

I think it was entertainer 
Art Linkletter who coined the 
phrase "kids say the darndest 
things." 

Each afternoon on his televi- 

sion show Linkletter would ask 
a group of youngsters a variety 
of questions. The kids would 
answer as only kids can do. 
The result was entertaining 
and, often, quite illuminating. 
- I think of Art Linkletter 
every once in a while when J'm 
visiting one of our area's 
schools. Instead of "saying the 
darndest things," however, the 
kids I come into contact with 
often "ask the darndest 
things." 

"What happens if two torna- 
does run into each other?" "If I 
shot a missile at a thunder- 
storm would the storm blow. 
up?" "If a tornado hit a hurri-

сапе what would happen?" 
These are just a few samples of 
some of the questions that 
have come my way. 

“How do you know what the 
weather is going to be like 


"tomorrow?" Now, there's a 


question I'm asked during 
every classroom visit and it is 
а question I can answer. I tell 
the kids that we use satellite 
pictures, radar observations 
and computérs to forecast the 
weather. 

What I don't tell the kids 
(because of time limitations) is 
how sophisticated today's 
weather computers have 
become. Our computers and 
our software are so godd that 
we can predict a storm's 
actions before that storm even 
exists. 

The best example I can think 
of to illustrate this is the 
“storm of the century.” On 
March 12, 1993, one.of the 
strongest storms in recorded 
history developed in the Gulf of 
Mexico. . 


The storm swept across _ 


Florida triggering 50 tornadoes 
in an eight hour period. From 
here the storm moved north 
producing up to one foot of 
snow in Alabam& and three 
feet of snow in the mountains 
of North Carolina. At one 
point, the central pressure of 
this monster was comparable 
to a class three hurricane. 

As bad as that storm was, we 
were able to warn folks that it 
was coming even before the 
storm had formed. Our com- 
puters told us days in advance 
that a huge storm would devel- 


. op in the Gulf. 


How do the computers do 
that? The story of our sophisti- 
cated computers begins in 1904 


when researcher Vilhelm, 


Bjerknes developed a rather 
simple idea. Bjerknes theo- 
rized that if we know what the 
atmosphere is doing now and if 
we know the physical laws that 
govern its movements then we 
can predict what will happen 
in the future.

In the 1940's, Lewis Richard- 
son came up with the mathe- 


,matical concepts needed to 


forecast the weather, The prob- 
lem was it took Richardson 
days to do his calculations. 
What he needed was a comput- 
er. 2 

In the 1950's, researchers at 
the Institute for Advanced 
Studies located in Princeton, 
N.J. plugged Richardson's 
ideas into computers to see if 
they could make some simple 
forecasts. It worked. A reyolu- 
tion in weather forecasting was 
underway, 

Today the Cray YMP-832 
computer makes two billion 
operations a second, 24 hours a 
day at the National Weather 
Service's National ‘Meteorologi- 
cal Center in Camp Spring., 
Md. Each day, the computer 
spits out 20,000 different kinds 
of text about the "nation's 
weather. In addition, the Cray 
creates about 6,000 maps and 
graphics. All of the data goes to 
weather forecasters around the 
country. 

Today, thanks to our sophis- 


` ticated computers, I can 


answer that youngster's ques- 
tion about tomorrow's weather. 
I can even tell him what the 


weather will be like next week.

Common materials such as 
paint, pesticides, antifreeze and 
used oil become hazardous 
wastes when disposed of improp- 
erly. Now is the time for resi- 
dents and qualifying small busi- 
nesses in Western Palm Beach 
County to clear garages and stor- 
age areas of unwanted, potential- 
ly hazardous waste items and 
take these to.the Solid Waste 
Authority's (SWA) household 
hazardous waste collection site in 
Belle Glade. 

On Monday, July 25, ffm 10 
a.m. until 1 p.m., Palm Beach 
County residents may drop off 
hazardous waste items at the 
Belle Glade Transfer Station 
located at 2200 West Canal St. 
There is no fee for the collection 
service for residents and reduced 
fees are available for qualified 
businesses, А 
"This quarterly program is 


offered in Western Palm Beach 
County to provide communities 
with convenient disposal options 
for household hazardous waste." 
said Bob Madden, assistant 
director, hazardous waste ser- 
vices, Solid Waste Authority. 
Many items collected are recy- 
cled through the SWA 
Paint, for example, is collected 
and returned to communities for 
neighborhood clean-up projects. 
Used oil is also collected for recy- 
cling. 


Residents should simply pack 
household hazardous waste in a 
sealed and labeled container and 
take it to the collection. “If you do 
not know what is in a container, 
simply label it as ‘unknown’ and 
bring it in,” Mr. Madden said. 

А reduced fee will be offered to 
small businesses that qualify, in 
advance, as conditionally exempt 
small quantity generators.

will be left alone. 


Creating a Family 
Emergency Plan now 
will help you and your 
family survive a hurri- 
cane much more easi- 
ly. You can do so by 
using the following 
three, simple steps. 
First, discuss with 
your family, as a 
group, what each of 
you would do if your 
area was threatened 
by a hurricane. Then, 
take steps to prepare, 


such as posting emer- 
gency phone num- 
bers, . selecting an 
out-of-state family 
member to relay mes- 
sages, and assembling 
emergency supply 
kits. Finally, practice 
your plan so that 
everyone will know 
what his or her part 
is.

Having a task will 
help them understand 
that everything willbe 
all right. 


Above all, as with 
any situation, emer- 
gency or everyday, 
your children need 
your love. Talk to 


them. Hug them. Let. 


them know you care. 
Help restore their 
world. Throughout the 
reconstruction, be 
sure not to overlook 


one of the most 
important things: ` 
your kids.
